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THE STATE’S BOODLERS. 


The Sunday Post-Dispatch published the record of the session 

of the state legislature which. closed today. It is not pleasant 
reading for the people of Missourl. It shows that the legisia- 
ture was controlled by a lobby trust—a combination of lobby- 
ists representing powerful interests. Many bills affecting these 
and other interests protected by the lobby were smothered. 
‘The Democratic party is publicly pledged to destroy the lobby. 
But at the first session of the legislature held after the party 
proclaimed its intention to desiroy the lobby and controlled by 
a Democratic majority the lobby is triumphant. 

The charge of boodling has been persistent throughout the ses- 
sion. The speaker of the House on two occasions publicly has 
charged that members were bribed. Under the lash of his de- 
nunclation of lobby influence, the House appointed an investi- 
gating committee to examine into the charges. The committee 
has found boodle trails, but its time is limited and its power 
is confined to reporting the facts. 

There remains one other resource against the lobby—the spe- 
clal grand@jury ordered by Judge Hazeil of Cole County. The 
grandjury has power to make a searching investigation and to 
bring those against whom it finds reasonable evidence of guilt 
to the bar of justice. 

But Prosecuting Attorney Stone of Cole County, who will have 
charge of the grandjury, has indicated in advance the failure 
of his prosecution by belittling and sneering at the charges of 
corruption.
